Teenager to serve ‘life’ 
for Featherstone murder 


Larry Victor Simes, 19, was 
sentenced Dec. 15 toa life term 
in prison for the shooting death 
of Welton (Pop) Featherstone 
on April 16, 1985. 

Simes will not be eligible for 
parole until he has served 23 
years. 

Franklin County Common 
Pleas Court Judges Thomas V. 
Martin, Paul W. Martin and 
James Britt, spared Simes' life, 
citing his relative youth, he was 
18 when Featherstone was 
slain. Simes could have been 
sentenced to the electric chair, 
but for his age. 

The judges said Simes was 
not the only principal offender. 
They said those mitigating fac- 
tors outweighed aggravating 
factors in the crime.

I it is clear that the evidence of 
uch hatred is rising. Indeed, 


Blacks are not the only ones who” 


are concerned about this 
increase: Jewish groups are also 
reporting a sizeable increase in 
anti-semitic activities, including 
attacks and cross-burnings. 

We cannot help but believe 
that the Reagan administration 
has helped cultivate this malevo- 
lent climate. The Reaganites'’ 
continued attacks on affirmative 
action programs, and their open 
support for organizations, like 
the segregated schools receiving 
tax exemptions, which practice 
racial discrimination, createa 
climate which appears to con- 
done such hostile activities.

Crowded prisons, parole 
boards and prisoners are con- 
stantly in the news. | have yet 
to read of any real construc- 
tive efforts to deal with the 
situation and | wonder why. 

Unfortunately, | have first- 
hand experience with the 
Ohio judicial and penal sys- 
tems; therefore, | am a self- 
proclaimed authority on the 
subject. | would like to make 
people aware of some inter- 
esting facts. 

To begin, prisons being 
crowded is an understate- 
ment. At the Chillicothe Cor- 
rectional Institution, it isa 
luxury to have the alloted 
three pairs of pants and shirts 
that are required. More than 
half the prison population has 
two of each and a fourth of the 
population is getting by on 
one of each. 

This is the situation of a 
productive gona that was 
$20 million in the black for the 
1985 year. 

By no means am | trying to 
imply that prison life. should 
be extremely pleasant, but 
there are problems existing 

‘which the state should be 
responsible for. 

Currently, the state has 14 
prisons under construction, 
which will add to the 13 
already existing prisons. The 
cost of the prisons being built 
is a staggering $444 million. 
Up to this point, these prisons 

were not needed -- why now? 
| will be the first to admit 
that prisons are needed --

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there are many in prisons that 
belong there and who should 
remain. Yet, there are others 
who could have been given 
alternative sentences. 

Considering the expenses 
incurred forthe more than 20 
thousand prisoners, | can't 
help but wonder why prison- 
ers, who committed nonvio- 
lent crimes, could not have 
been given a certain amount 
of days to work for the place 
that they stole a pair of pants 
or dress from, instead of a pri- 
son sentence. Another alter- 
native could be a parole or 
probationextension. The 
courts, probation and parole 
Supervisors would probably 
say that an extension supervi- 
sion is not feasible. They 
would consider a year or two 
in prison to be more feasible. 

Within that year, the inmate 
cannot do anything produc- 
tive because there are too few 
training courses in prison. 
Also, for the courses that are 
available, there are too many 
waiting to enroll in them. 
Thus, a repeat offender is 
being molded. 

Fifty percent of all nonvio- 
lent offenders are released 
after an average stay of one 
year in prison. Undoubtedly, 
their relationship with their 
spouses become extremely 
Strained. 

Once out, most succumb to 
psychological stress and con- 
flict and yield to difficult deci- 
sions. That decision is usually 
bad and leads them to indulge

He was 
sentenced to four separate, 
one to ten year sentences. 

Shock parole was denied 
Fowler in 1978 and in 1980, he 
was given five additional - 
years. Upon serving those five 
years, he was again denied 
parole and given three more 
years in 1986: tronicaltly, 
throughout this entire time; 
Fowler had been somewhat of 
a model prisoner. 


Since his incarceration, his 
children have grown up and 
members. of his family have 
died.

In June of 1986, Wayne County 
(Detroit) executive William Lucas 
made national and statewide his- 
tory in Michigan, when he 
became the first Black in Michi- 
gn to be his party's nominee for 
governor in that state. 

In November of 1986, Lucas 
again made history: he suffered 
the worst defeat of any major 
party candidate in recent years in 
Michigan, and found himself 
repudiated by 80 percent of the 
State's Black voters. 

In fact, the race highlighted a 
Strange anomaly: a Black candi- 
date apparently received substan- 
tially greater support from white 
voters than he did from his own 
people. Indeed, he received less 
Black support than have other 
moderate Republicans in Michi- 
gan's history. 

Lucas was the centerpiece of a 
major national Republican initia- 
tive: an effort by the Republicans 
to convince 100,000 Democrats to 
become Republicans. Lucas was 
one of the most prominent chan-

geovers: he was one of the 
highest-ranking Black Democrats 
in the State of Michigan, and was 
the highest-ranking Black 
nationwide to switch parties. 

As such, his defection from the 
Democratic ranks was trumpeted 
by Republicans as a sign of 
inroads into the Black commun- 
ity, and his candidacy for gover- 
nor was greased by state Repub- 
licans and aided by President 
Reagan.

Lucas pandered fo 
that wing:of the party by attempt- 
ing to bring at least one ultracon- 
servative Republican on his gub- 
ernatorial ticket, as a candidate — 


for attorney general.

If you have a history of heart 
disease, think first before you 
pick up that shovel and head 
out into the cold, says the 
American Heart Association. 

With the first snow of the 
season just around the corner, 
the AHA warns that snow sho- 
veling is a strenuous exercise, 
and can be dangerous for 
some individuals. 


The weight of accumulated 
snow is considerable, espe- 
cially in terms of how hard the 
heart works when a person is 
shoveling snow. Shoveling 10 
loads of fluffy snow a minute is

equal to walking up three 
flights of stairs in the same 
time. Shoveling 10 loads of 
wet, dense snow is equal to 
walking to the seventh floor in 


one minute. 
The AHA recommends pro- 
ceeding with caution when 
clearing snow, even if you have 
no symptoms of heart disease. 
Take frequent rest periods and 
quit as soon as you feel tired. 
Anyone with a history of 
heart disease should take extra 
caution when shoveling snow, 
and should not lift a shovel 
without a doctor's approval, 
says the AHA.

Players theatre’s scrooge — 
great family entertainment

Players Theatre's eleventh 
presentation of “Scrooge!,” a 
musical retelling Charles 
Dickens’ classic “A Christmas 
Carol,” is a marvelous display 
of deft directing, choreo- 
graphy, set design, costuming, 
and special effects. It’s a holi- 
day treat for kids and grow- 
nups alike. 

From the very beginning | 
saw evidence of director 
Richard Wickersham’s talent. 
The play opens with a Christ- 
mas card scene of old London. 
The cast of 32 parades, strolls, 
shops, runs, sells, dances and 
sings a medley of Christmas 
songs, and creates a perfect 
picture of a busy street alive 
with the festive holiday spirit. 
The story itself,is about a 
miser, Scrooge, who is visited 
by ghosts of the past, present, 
future, and his deceased 
partner, all of whom communi- 
cate the message that he 
should change his selfish 
ways. The Player’s production 
is tied together with excerpts 
from the original Dickens’, 
supplied by speech choirs, 
which were used quite effec- 
tively. All the cast spoke with 
English accents; dialect coach 
Todd Neal gets the credit here. 
The costumes were very 
authentic. 

’ Special effects abounded. 
There was the ominous sound 
of dragging chains. Both the 
appearance and the disap- 
pearance of Bob Marley's 
ghost were well done. The 
scene with Scrooge’s tomb- 
stone, was executed perfectly. 
The snow was just the right 
touch at just the right time. And 
my ten year old daughter, 
Octavia, reported that the red 
eyed, light saber wielding 
ghost of Christmas future was 
scary, but not too scary. 

While | enjoyed the song 
“Christmas Children” by 
Gerald Ter Doest and Jayne 
Lee Hoeflich, the energy level 
for both the singing and acting 
was low. Ted Amore, who 
played Scrooge, didn’t really 


bring his character to life until 
the final scene when he visited 
the Creatchit house, which for 
me was the funniest part of the 
play Surely the energy level 
will better in subsequent 
shows. Sometimes its very 
‘hard to get a cast “up” for a 
show in the midie of the week, 
even an opening. 

This review can't be finished 
without mentioning Jacquelin 
Bates. She played Mrs.Dilber, 
Scrooge’s conniving cham- 
bermaid. She led the song 
“Thank You Very Much” and 
did a soft-shoe at Scrooge’s 
grave. The feisty comic charac- 
ter, which is not in Dickens’ 
work, has been portrayed for 
eleven years by Ms. Bates. Her 
performance was outstanding. 

“Scrooge!” continues its run 
through December 21. Call

Matching Tolliver’s concerns, 
Mildred Madison underscored the 
increasing layoffs of teachers and 
the inability to purchase needed 
supplies and equipment to keep 
Cleveland public school children 
cor .etitive with an advancing, 
high- “ saciety. “There's a con- 
tinuing need for speech teachers 
and other support services just to 
make our children literate," 
stressed Madison from school 
headquarters. By 1990 only about 
six per cent of jobs and carees will 
be labor-intensive. Gore are the 
days when say an immigrant stu- 
dent could leave high school and 
go to work in a plant like their 
fathers and brothers. The next 
decade is bringing more techno- 
logical Jobs and our students are 
going to have to be able to com- 
pete. When the system was mostly 
white there seemed to be a differ- 
ent commitment to the education 
needs of our children.” 

Madison said that if more 
teachers were lost it could stretch 
classroom ratios to 40 students 
per teacher instead of the state- 
mandated 25 to one student / 
teacher ratio in grades one 
through four. ‘We're being 
pressed on cleaning up building 
violations,’ continued Madison. 
“But if we don't have the necessary 
funds we won't be able to hire the 


labor to meet those goals. Already — 


we've had to layoff about 37 
tradesmen because of loss 
revenues from the Chapter 11 
reorganization filing of LTV steel. 
A number of those people are 
Black.” 

The scenario Madison sketches 
is torboding. LTV's failure will 
result in the loss of $6.1 million,

Further depletions 
are owed to the $8.6 million tax 
abatement, or waiver, granted the 
National City Bank Center, and 
Madison adds that House Bill 291 
and others that shave personal 
property taxes will result in a loss 
of $77 million in taxes in ten years. 

“Companies like CEI are provid- 
ing jobs for Blacks and help to 
break the stereotype that Blacks 
are lazy: and shiftless,” scolded 
Madison.

The bleak tableau Madison 
painted matches the gloomy por- 
tend Cleveland city officials were 
presented at the National League 
of Cities meeting in San Antonio, 
Texas. Clevelanders were told that 
a $12 million budget deficit could 
abolish free sidewalk programs for 
aging neighborhoods and end free 
or low-cost refurbishing for store- 
front businesses. It was also pro- 
posed that fees could be charged 
for garbage collection, tree trim- 
ming, street lighting, fire protec- 
tion and other services that would 
dramatically alter Greater Cleve- 
land lifestyles. 

“Within one year of a pullout by 
CEI," Madison begins to calculate, 
“the school system would lose at 
least $1.5 million almost imme- 
diately. We would really feel their 
loss three or four years down the 
line." Even if CEI didn'tcompletely 
pull out but began to see a gradual 
loss of customers as Muny 
expanded, Madison thinks CEI 
would be discouraged from re- 
powering existing city plants.

dicted Madison, “and all we would 
have left is some land on that loca- 
tion. But the land is only valuable if 
there's a functioning building on it. 
Here again the schools would 
suffer an. additional loss in prop- 
erty taxes. Cutbacks in jobs and in 
city income tax contributions 
would follow. This city has enough 
unemployment already.” 
infuriated by these dismal pros- 
pects, parent Elizabeth Cole, who 
along with her husband of 19 years 
graduated from Cleveland’s East 
High School, says flatly: “Do not 
expand Muny Light. Muny talks 
about their lower rates right now 
but how could they guarantee this 
savings in the future? If CEI lost 
twenty five percent of its custo- 
mer, they would have to offset this 
by increasing the rates of their 
remaining users.

Cole, who said she’s been per- 
sonally encouraging friends to 
lobby their city councilmen 
against Muny’s expansion, pro- 
jects an erosion in programs such 
as “music, art, gym and anything 
else not absolutely declared as 
required instruction. We can't 
keep pusing our children against 
the wall.” 

In her parent organizations, 
Cole is busy attempting to spread 
awareness on the cutting impact 
of Muny’s proposed expansion 
plan. Tolliver said he is trying to 
get the school board to take a posi- 
tion in favor of the children and 
against any more that would 
reduce critically needed revenues.

exhibited at CWRU 


CLEVELAND, OH.--Selections 
from the library of Roscoe Pound, 
a renowned legal scholar who co- 
directed a landmark study of crim- 
inal justice in Cleveland, will be 
exhibited at the Case Western 
Reserve University School of Law 
through December 20. 

The traveling exhibit opened. 
with a reception in the rotunda of 
the law school, 11075 East Boule- 


vard. ‘The exhibit is open. to, the... 


public in the law school library. 

Pound was co-director of the 
1921 Cleveland Survey, a sweep- 
ing scientific examination of the 
city’s criminal justice system that 
led to major improvements in the 
effort to fight crime in Cleveland. 
The study examined such aspects 
as jails, police training, the arran- 
gement of the court system, and 
legal education, said Kathleen 
Carrick, associate professor and 
librarian at the School of Law. 

In response to the survey, civic 
leaders formed the Cleveland 
Association for Criminal Justice, 
which for three decades helped 
law enforcement authorities in 
their efforts to combat crime. 

Pound's co-director of the sur- 
vey was Felix Frankfurter, who 
later became an associate justice 
of the U.S. Supreme Court. They 
were assisted by Western Reserve 
University faculty member C.E. 
Gehike and by Raymond Moley, 
director of the Cleveland Founda- 
tion and later an adviser to Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Robert C. Davis, associate pro- 
fessor of sociology at CWRU, will 
present an overview of the Cleve- 
land Survey at the opening 
reception. 


The study was prompted in part 
by the infamous murder and per- 
jury trials of William H. McGan- 
non, a former chief justice of the 
Cleveland Municipal Court. 
McGannon and another man were 
tried and acquitted of the murder 
of a Cleveland man, but McGan- 
non was later convicted of perjury 
in connection with the case.

Pound's influence on legal 
thinking extended well beyond the 
Cleveland Survey. One of the law's , 
last great generalists, he mastered 
a wealth of scholarship in several 
disciplines and put that knowl- 
edge to practice as a trial lawyer, 
state supreme court justice, law 
school dean, and government 
adviser. 

Pound's diverse intellectual 
background is reflected in his 
8,700-volume library, which 
includes works by great thinkers 
as well as treasured books from his 
childhood. The collection not only 
provides a glimpse of the influen- 
ces on Pound's intellectual devel- 
opment, but also reflects the evo- 
lution of modern thinking in 
several disciplines, particularly 
botany and geology--Pound’s 
speciai interests. 

The Pound. library exhibit 
opened at Harvard Law School in 
June and is traveling to several 
schools throughout the country. 
The local exhibit is co-sponsored 
by the CWRU School of Law and 
the American Trial Lawyers 
Association. 


Ethnic crimes bill goes to Governor 


COLUMBUS—The Ohio Senate 
concurred in House amendments 
to Substitute Senate Bill 316, 
introduced by State Senator Lee'l. 
Fisher (D-Shaker Heights), send- 
ing the legislation to Governor 
Celeste for his signature. The leg- 
islation, which will become law 
sometime in late February or early 
March, 1987, will increase criminal 
and civil penalties for persons who 
commit acts of vandalism, intimi- 
dation, or violence motivated by 
ethnic or religious bias. 

“| am delighted over the out- 
pouring of support the Ethnic 
Intimidation Bill has received from 
the General Assembly as well as 
from newspapers, community 
groups, and concerned citizens 
from all around the state,” Senator 
Fisher said. 


“Today our message is that 
crossburnings, vandalism of 
churches and synagogues, and 
ethnic assaults and harassment 
have no place in Ohio,” Senator 
Fisher continued. “This bill con- 
fronts these criminal acts squarely 
by giving prosecutors a way to 
bring such cases to justice and by 
allowing victims to seek approp- 
riate civil remedies.” 

Substitute Senate Bill 316 
increases criminal penalties for 
ethnically inspired aggravated 
menacing, menacing, criminal 
damaging and endangerment, 
criminal mischief, and a provision 


of Ohio's telephone harassment 
law. In each case, the penalty for 
the existing prohibition will 
increase by one degree (e.g. from 
a second-degree to a first-degree 
misdemeanor) when ethnic moti- 
vation is established. The bill also 
stiffens penalties for vandalism 
and the desecration of religious 
objects and houses of worship. In 
addition, S.B. 316 creates a new 
prohibition against the unautho- 
rized burning of objects, such as 
crosses, on the property of 
another person. 

Under the civil law provisions of 
the bill, victims can recover full 
damages, including punitive dam- 
ages and damages for emotional 
distress, attorriey's fees, and the 
costs of maintaining the action. In 
addition, parents having control 
and custody of an unmarried 
minor will be liable for compensa- 
tory damages, costs, and attor- 


ney’s fees totalling $5,000 in a civil 
suit arising from the child's viola- 
tions of the Ethnic Intimidation 
law. 

Senator Fisher lauded several of 
his Statehouse colleagues for their 
efforts in securing the passage of 
S.B. 316. “Il want to publicly thank 
Representatives Judy Sheerer, 
Jane Campbell, Otto Beatty, Dean 
Conley, Bill Batchelder, Vermel 
Whalen, and Bill Healy, along with 
Senator Michael White, for their 
important roles in bringing this 
effort to a successful conclusion.” 
He also cited the exhaustive work 
of the Anti-Defamation League's 
Alan Katchen and Andrea Armit- 
age as a key reason for the bill's 
passage. 

With the enactment of Senate 
Bill 316, Ohio will become the thir- 
tieth state to adopt stricter laws 
aimed at curbing ethnic vandalism 
and similar violations.

Williams credited Curtis Wil- 
son with running the second 
half offense although he had 
his worst game of the season 
scoring only seven points and 
grabbing one rebound. 

Despite Howard's ability to 
subdue OSU's fast break, 
Coach A.B. Williamson cited 
the fatigue factor as a contribu- 
tor to their loss. “It was pres- 
sure all the way.” 

“They did a great job on the 
boards and ran from baseline 
to baseline.” “We are not in 
major league condition.” The 
Bison's play in the Mid-Eastern 
Athletic Conference with 
teams such as North Carolina 
A&T, South Carolina State and 
Morgan State to name a few. 

OSU will open its first game 
in the Big Ten Conference 
against Indiana Sunday, Jan. 4.
